With a view to ensure efficient, economical and early exe 
cution of the Rajasthan Canal Project, including all connect 
ed work , iti Punjab and Rajasthan and implementation of 
the colonisation policy , as determined from time to time 
by the Government of India in consultation with the Gov . 
crnments of Rajasthan and Punjab , the Central Government 
and the State Governments of Punjab and Rajasthan agree 
to set up a Committcc of Direction and a Rajasthan Canal 
Boarel as described below . They also agree that the 
Committee of Direction should lay down the overall policy 
in regard to the execution of the Rajasthan Canal Project 
and llical work , and the development of the cntire area 
covered by the Project, and that the Rajasthan Canal Board 
should be in overall charge of the Project and the develop 
ment of the Project areas in accordance with the policy laid 
down by llie Committee of Direction from time to time.

- Where total financial liability under a contract is 
definitely ascertainable at the time of placing the contract 
and where the contract itself is the result of the public or 
limited call for lenders , prior submission of the proposals to 
the Board will not be necessary so long as the contract iş 
otherwise within the powers of sanction of the Chief Enginccr.

Government. He will bc assisted by the requisite staff . The 
Board will have a Financial Adviser who will be appointed 
by the Central Government in consultation with tlie Rajas 
than Government. 
· The Sccretary of the Board will be appointed by the 
Rajasthan Government on the recommendation of the Board 
He will also work as Deputy Sccretary to the Committce of 
Direction , 

(3 ) The Headquarters of the Board will be at such placc 
in Rajasthan as the Government of Rajasthan may declile , 

(4 ) The Rajasthan Canal Board will be in overall charge 
of the Project and development of the Project areas. It 
will implement: 
. (i) the policy laid by the Committee of Direction from 

time to time; and 

the colonisation policy to be laid down by thc Cen 
Itral Government in consultation with the Govern 

ments of Rajasthan and Punjab .

( 2 ) This will not affect the powers celegated from time to 
time to the Chicf Engineers , Supcrinlending Engincers.

( ix ) frame rules as to delegation of powers and procedure

Jecicle the programme of construction of the project 
keeping iti view the Cund , available , thc progress of 
colonisation and development of project areas and 

the desirability of obtaining quick results; 
(xi) lakc appropriate step , for the development of land 

and utilisation of canal walers including the setting 

up and demonstration and experimental farms; 
(xli ) work out detailed proposals on all matters pertain 

ing to the colonisation of Statc waistclands under the 
project including the terms on which such lands or 
any interest therein should be trinsferred , the selec 
tion of transferees , the mode of disposal anil the 
Iccovery of the sale proceeds of the lands and or of 
Icase money and , aftcr obtaining the approval of the 
Central Government, Lake such steps as may be 

necessary to carry out the approved proposals; 
( xiii) recommend the grant ol leascs of fisheries in the 

Rajasthan Canal system . The leaves, however , shall 
bc exprcssecl to be granted by the Governor of Rajas 
than or the Governor of Punjal , as the case may be , 
and shall be executed on their behalf by the officers 
authorised to cluso in accordance with the powers

(xiv) cxcrcisc , in relation to the technical sanction admin 

istrative approval and other sanctions required for 
the construction of the Rajasthan Canal Project and 
in relation to any other administrative matters 
concerning the project, the powery ol the State Gov 
ernment under the various cocles, manuals, rules and 
regulations, ay may be delegated to it by the State 

Government concerned from time to time; 
( xv ) advisc State Government concernel on administrative 

matters relating to the staff employeul for the time 
being in connection with the project to the extent 

it may consider necessary ; 
(xvi) roccive monthly progress reports both as to work 

and expenditure in a prescribed form from the Chicf 
Engineers, Punjab and Rajasthani , review the progress 
of the project and lay down steps to be taken to 

expedite thc work ; and 
( xvii ) eccive monthly progress reports frona colonisation 

officers, review the progress of rolonisation and lay 
clown steps for coordinato devclopment of the area , 


(5 ) In particulat nd without prejudice to the generality 
of the provision in paragraph (4 ) above , thc Rajasthan Canal 
Board under the general guidance of the Committee of Direc 
tion shall : 

(i ) prepare in consultation with the concernel Minis 

trics of the Central Government and Departments of 
the State Governments a Master Plan for the overall 
integrated devclopment of the Project and project 
arcas which will include thc irrigation system , 
land levelopment, roads , railways , villages, industrial 

and marketing centres, etc.; 
( ii ) take steps for the preparation of necessary estimates

expert advice;

such powers , both technical and financial, as it may 
dcem necessary for efficient, economical and spcedy 
execution of the project to thc Chief Engineers, 
Superintending Engineers , Executive Enginecry and 
Sub Divisional Officers engaged in the execution of 
the project;
